8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  set  up  a  Wake- 
field Municipal  Court,  and  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $500  to  defray  the  cost  of  forms,  Warrants 
and  salary  of  the  Judge  and  any  other  costs  con- 
nected thereto. 

(By  Petition  of  17  voters) 
NOT  APPROVED  by  Budget   Committee 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  necessary  money  to  implement  the  fol- 
lowing : 

The  place  of  voting  be  moved  from  the  banquet 
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hall  to  some  other  room  on  the  ground  floor  of  the 
Town  Hall. 

It  is  our  understanding  that  the  Town  Meeting 
vote  specified  the  ground  floor,  but  did  not  designate 
the  particular  room;  that,  therefore  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  is  free  to  choose  the  room  which  best  fits  in 
with  the  current  needs  of  the  community. 

Our  reason  for  this  petition  is: 

1.  That  the  routine  operation  of  the  valuable 
Kindergarten  shall  not  be  interrupted  for  several  days, 
at  least  twice  a  year,  by  the  change-over  of  the  ban- 
quet hall  into  a  voting  place. 

2.  That  the  banquet  hall  shall  remain  available 
for  suppers  held  by  community  groups ;  and,  especially, 
for  the  suppers  which  have  been  a  great  convenience 
to  voters  on  voting  days.

Article  3.  Change  to  read :  No  building  shall  be  erected 
unless  it  will  present  a  reasonable  appearance, 
and  in  keeping  with  the  neighborhood.  Con- 
struction or  repair  snail  be  completed  within 
one  year  of  date  of  Permit  unless  prevented  for 
good  and  sufficient  cause,  in  which  case  an 
extension  of  time  may  be  granted.

Article  5.     Change  to  read:  The  type  and  construe- 
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tion  of  all  septic  tanks  and  drainage  fields,  or 
outside  toilets,  shall  be  in  compliance  with  State 

of    New   Hampshire    sanitary    regulations    and 
must  be  approved  by  the  Town  Health  Officer. 

Articles  6  to  9  inclusive.     No  change. 

Article  10.  Change  to  read:  Fees  for  Building  Per- 
mits shall  be:  SI. 00  for  work  not  exceeding  $1,000. 
$2.00  for  work  over  $1,000  and  not  exceeding 
$2,500.  $3.00  for  work  over  2,500  and  not  exceed- 
ing 5,000.  $5.00  for  work  exceeding  $5,000. 
The  estimated  costs  shall  include  the  value  of  both 
material  and  labor. 

Article  11.  Change  to  read:  All  monies  received  for 
Building  Permits  shall  be  forwarded  to  the 
Town  Treasurer  for  deposit  in  the  Town  Treas- 
ury. Such  monies  may  be  allocated  to  defray 
the  expenses  of  the  Commission  upon  approval 
of  the  Selectmen. 

Article  12.  (to  be  added.)  The  Planning  and  Zoning 
Commission  shall  have  the  right  to  deny  a 
Building  Permit  for  any  repair  or  construction 
deemed  detrimental  to  the  public  interest.  In 
case  of  such  denial,  appeal  may  be  made  before 
a  special  committee  consisting  of  three  disin- 
terested persons  resident  in  the  Town,  one 
chosen  by  the  applicant,  the  second  chosen  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  the  third  chosen 
by  the  other  two.

This  is  necessary  to 
eliminate  a  serious  flood  condition  in  the  basement 
of  the  Library  and  other  property.  Also  this  will 
help  eliminate  the  sewage  problem.

273:3  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  determine  the 
date  and  place  of  payment  of  such  bonds  or  notes  and 
to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon,  and  to  take 
such  other  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  negotiate 
such  bonds  or  notes  as  shall  be  to  the  best  interests  of 
the  Town  of  Wakefield,  N.  H.

properly  graded  and  have  proper  drainage  to  be  ac- 
cepted by  the  Selectmen.

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WAKEFIELD  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

Report  for  Year  1962 

Herewith  a  report  of  the  Wakefield  police  depart- 
ment for  the  year  1962,  and  comparisons  for  the  year 
1961.  This  department  is  quite  well  aware  of  the 
fact  that  each  department  head  considers  his  par- 
ticular department  as  being  of  the  utmost  importance, 
and  finds  it  difficult  to  understand  why  his  budget, 
when  presented  to  the  budget  committee,  is  some- 
times questioned  by  that  body  and  quite  often  the 
amount  is  considered  in  excess  of  the  needs  of  that 
particular  department,  and  thereby  lowered,  some- 
times to  a  dangerous  degree,  in  the  minds  of  the 
heads  of  these  particular  departments.  This  is  our 
democratic  way  of  government  and  will  never  be 
questioned  by  the  head  of  this  department. 

In  the  early  part  of  January  of  last  year,  this 
department  head  appeared  before  the  budget  com- 
mittee and  submitted  the  police  department  budget 
for  the  year  1962.  Included  in  the  requests  was  a 
sum  of  money  for  the  erection  of  a  room  in  the  base- 
ment of  the  town  hall  to  be  used  as  a  headquarters 
for  the  police  department  and  the  office  of  civil  defense. 
The  total  amount  $3300.00.  This  total  amount  was 
lowered  to  $3000.00  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
budget  committee  and  so  voted  at  town  meeting.  The 
total  amount  allowed  for  the  year  1962  was  over- 
expended  to  a  slight  degree,  the  reasons  being  numer- 
ous. Foremost  is  the  fact  that  the  Wakefield  area 
was  without  a  Trooper  from  the  department  of  state 
police  for  many  weeks  during  the  busy  part  of  the 
summer.  The  motor  vehicle  portion  of  this  report 
will  attest  to  this  fact,  by  the  added  number  of  acci- 
dents investigated  by  this  department,  by  the  many 
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messages  delivered  to  various  parts  of  the  town  and  the 
added  item  of  man  hours  of  patrol,  which  is  of  im- 
portance. Added  tc  this  the  fact  that  two  weekends 
were  almost  wholly  taken  up  as  far  as  the  police 
department  is  concerned,  because  of  a  change  of  town 
dump  schedules.  It  must  be  explained  that  this 
change  was  brought  about  at  the  insistence  of  the 
New  Hampshire  division  of  forestry.  In  fact  the 
dump  at  East  Wakefield  was  closed  and  the  problem 
of  people  coming  to  the  dump  with  refuse,  finding  it 
closed  and  then  dumping  alcng  the  highway  and  over 
stone  walls  became  a  major  one.  Many  man  hours 
were  spent  on  this  matter  over  a  two  week  period. 
There  were  added  activities  among  the  churches  and 
this  was  taken  care  of  by  this  department.  This  is 
an  activity  that  has  never  been  questioned  by  the 
townspeople  and  I  sincerely  trust  that  this  will  con- 
tinue. Because  of  these  many  activities  which  drained 
the  budget,  no  new  equipment  or  supplies  were  pur- 
chased, with  the  exception  of  several  highway  signs 
which  were  made  by  myself  and  then  painted  by  the 
late  Harold  Wyman.  There  is  a  substantial  savings 
in  this  manner  of  sign  procurement  and  I  hope  to  re- 
ceive added  monies  for  more  signs  for  this  year.  There 
is  a  great  need  for  replacing  many  signs  in  the  town. 

On  January  4th,  1963,  a  meeting  was  held  at  the 
court  house  in  Ossipee  to  discuss  the  problems  of  the 
towns  within  Carroll  County  and  the  County  itself, 
in  regards  to  radio  communications.  This  meeting 
was  sponsored  by  the  Carroll  County  Commissioners, 
John  N.  Leighton,  presiding  at  the  meeting,  with  the 
assistance  of  Sheriff  Floyd.  The  plan  in  brief  would 
tie  in  all  town  fire  departments,  police  departments, 
departments  of  civil  defense  within  each  town  and  the 
sheriff's  department.  Also  could  be  included  ambu- 
lance  services   and  any  type  of   emergency   services 
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which  might  wish  to  be  included.  The  original  cost 
of  the  backbone  of  the  installation  would  be  in  the 
region  of  $10,000.00  and  this  cost  would  be  borne  by 
Carroll  County.  Then  each  town  and  department 
would  bear  the  cost  of  their  particular  needs.  For 
example,  a  base  station  in  Wakefield  would  cost  from 
$600.00  to  $800.00  and  the  mobile  (vehicle)  units 
would  cost  from  $450.00  to  $600.00.  This  would  tie 
in  the  entire  County  of  Carroll  in  regards  to  radio 
communication.  It  would  be  a  mutual  aid  system 
and  of  the  utmost  benefit  to  all  concerned.  A  stand- 
ing committee  has  been  appointed  to  explore  further, 
the  feasibility  of  such  a  plan  and  our  Representative 
to  the  General  Court,  Arthur  H.  Fox,  is  a  member  of 
that  committee.  To  insure  the  inclusion  of  the  Town 
of  Wakefield  in  this  step  forward  in  the  interests  of 
home  rule,  this  department  will  include  the  amount 
of  $800.00  as  its  request  for  a  base  station  to  be  lo- 
cated in  the  new  room  in  the  basement  of  the  town 
hall  in  Sanbornville.  This  would  form  the  nucleus 
for  any  units  within  the  town  which  might  be  added 
at  a  later  date.  It  is  the  hope  of  this  department  that 
the  two  local  fire  departments  will  include  at  least  one 
mobile  unit  in  each  of  their  budgets. 

This  department  wishes  to  thank  all  those  who 
have  given  aid  and  assistance  in  the  past  year,  both 
by  word  and  deed.

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GAFNEY  LIBRARY  INC.  REPORT  FOR  1962 

Again  it  is  my  pleasure  as  Librarian  of  the  Gaf- 
ney  Library  to  make  known  to  you  the  report  of  its 
progress  for  the  year  1962. 

Circulation  increased  from  8,396  to  9,875,  broken 
down  as  follows;  adult  fiction  3038;  non  fiction  2152; 
juvenile  4,685.  August  was  again  our  banner  month 
in  which  well  over  1,000  books  were  circulated.  Book 
purchases  increased  from  169  to  267,  and  Bookmobile 
deliveries  from  1045  to  1863.  There  were  more  book 
donors  this  year,  which  resulted  in  an  additional  167 
books.     We  now  have  4,795  books  on  our  shelves. 

Likewise  life  memberships  increased  from  5  to 
19,  and  annual  memberships  from  64  to  167. 

At  our  annual  meeting  in  Sept.  the  following 
Officers  and  Directors  were  elected:  Pres.  Mr.  Alfred 
Humphries;  Vice  Pres.  Miss  Mary  Garvin;  Sec.  Mr. 
Walter  Mohr;  Treas.,  Mr.  Alden  Young.  Mrs.  Roland 
S.  Hughes  was  re-elected  Director. 

The  appearance  of  the  Library  has  improved 
also.  The  walls  and  ceilings  were  repainted  and  tht\ 
floors  completely  done  over.  The  fireplace  accesso- 
ries refurbished  and  the  front  entrance  repainted. 
We  still  have  the  unsolved  problem  of  water  in  the 
basement,  thus  rendering  that  part  of  the  library 
completely  useless. 

During  the  summer  months  the  library  was  open- 
ed an  extra  day  for  story  hour  under  the  able  super- 
vision of  Mrs.  Luther  MacBrien  assisted  by  Miss 
Eleanor  Eastman.     The  Book  sale  netted  the  Library 
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$182.     This,  as  usual,  is  to  be  used  for  the  purchase 
of  children's  books. 

The  regular  bi-monthly  delivery  of  books  to  the 
County  Farm  has  continued,  as  well  as  those  to  the 
East  Wakefield  School.  To  this  we  have  added  deliv- 
ery to  Huggins  Hospital. 

A  publicity  campaign  resulted  in  our  securing 
3,028  newspaper  lines  of  free  publicity.  Two  editions 
of  the  Gafney  Gazette  were  circulated  among  the 
members.  Through  these  endeavors  we  feel  that  a 
favorable  image  of  our  library  has  been  created. 

At  a  recent  meeting  we  adopted  a  22  point  "Pro- 
gram and  Objectives  for  1963,"  which,  when  carried 
out,  will  enable  us  to  make  an  even  more  progressive 
report  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Miss  Eva  Sanborn  has  been  assisting  in  the  li- 
brary, cataloguing  and  typing  cards  for  the  filing 
cabinet. 

To  Miss  Lee  Wilson  we  give  credit  for  adding  a 
touch  of  color  and  beauty  with  her  many  charming 
arrangements. 

The  new  library  hours  are — Tues.-Thurs.-and 
Sat.,  2-5  and  7-8. 

This  is  your  library — we  urge  you  to  come  in, 
browse  around,  and  avail  yourselves  of  its  many 
facilities.

Annual  Report  —  1962 

The  present  Commissioners  assumed  office  on  M;y 
3,  1962.  They  have  hekl  a  total  of  ten  business  meet- 
ings. During  the  calendar  year  68  permits  were 
issued  for  construction  and  repair  work,  the  total 
estimated  value  of  which  is  in  excess  of  §150,000. 
Included  among  these  projects  are  one  new  store 
building,  four  new  all-year  dwellings,  and  22  new 
seasonal  cottages.  The  fees  collected  for  these  permits 
have  been  paid  into  the  Town  Treasury. 

In  looking  to  the  future,  the  Commission  recom- 
mends some  minor  changes  in  the  existing  Zoning 
Ordinance,  and  has  the  hope  of  being  helpful  in  estab- 
lishing   sound   community  planning.

Dear  Mr.  Martin : 

Thanks  for  advising  me  of  your  progress  on  the 
Town  Road  Aid  Accelerated  Program.  We  are  happy 
to  provide  this  additional  information. 

Towns  have  consistantly  voted  accelerated  pro- 
grams, since  legislative  permission  was  granted  in 
1953,  in  numbers  as  follows :  4  in  1953,  12  in  1954,  18 
in  1955,  7  in  1956,  10  in  1957,  12  in  1958,  11  in  1959, 
11  in  1960,  and  8  in  1961  and  1962. 

The  general  reasons  for  such  action  have  been  to 
complete  major  improvements  for  people  to  use  while 
amortizing  the  cost.  Specific  reasons  include  elim- 
ination of  high  maintenance  cost  areas  such  as  mud 
sections,  steep  hills,  inadequate  drainage  and  annual 
break  up  of  surfaced  sections. 

A  direct  savings  of  maintenance  costs  will  in 
many  cases  offset  financing  costs  of  the  bank  loan. 
It  is  harder  to  put  a  price  tag  on  the  value  of  a  safer, 
smoother  and  more  convenient  section  of  highway  yet 
every  person  using  it  will  realize  a  saving  in  trans- 
portation costs  and  there  will  be  a  savings  in  snow 
plowing   and   resurfacing   costs.     In   completing   con- 
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struction  in  one  season  instead  of  several  there  will 
be  savings  in  equipment  moving,  gravel  pit  operations 
and  probably  labor,  equipment  and  material  costs 
which  tend  to  increase  each  year. 

On  the  supposition  that  your  committee  is  inter- 
ested in  an  accelerated  program  of  $32,500.00,  the 
TRA  allotment  this  year,  amounting  to  $6,490.62, 
would  also  be  available  to  provide  a  grand  total  of 
$38,990.62  for  the  program. 

To  continue  with  the  mechanics  of  the  program, 
the  town  would  authorize  the  selectmen  to  borrow 
$32,500.00  who  would  in  turn  borrow  the  funds  and 
arrange  a  five  year  schedule  of  payments.  The  town 
would  continue  to  raise  its  suggested  Town  Road  Aid 
Share  and  hold  it  for  loan  retirement,  the  state  would 
pay  to  the  town  in  July  the  TRA  allotment  and  the 
town  would  also  raise  and  hold  for  payment  the  re- 
quired charges.  The  total  of  the  three  amounts  of 
money  would  then  be  paid  to  the  bank.  There  will 
be  differences  between  amounts  received  and  the 
amounts  required  for  payment  in  spite  of  our  best 
guesses  therefore  some  slight  flexibility  should  be 
planned  for  these  payments. 

State  TRA  allotments  vary  in  accordance  with 
total  state  Class  IV  and  V  mileage  and  with  local  mile- 
age also.  If  TRA  payments  to  Wakefield  are  more 
than  at  present  the  extra  amount  should  be  held  in  a 
special  account  for  later  payments  on  the  loan.  If 
payments  are  less  at  anytime  then  the  town  must 
make  up  the  difference  until  the  final  amount  is  paid. 
The  state  agrees  to  pay  its  share  of  the  total  in  any 
case,  and  the  differences  in  yearly  payment  will  be 
very  slight. 

A  summary  of  your  payment  schedule  has  been 
worked  out:

In  the  above  table  I  have  used  an  interest  of  3%. 
Your  Selectmen  may  be  able  to  negotiate  a  lesser 
amount.  The  big  problem  will  be  in  explaining  the 
benefits  derived  from  the  new  highway  to  offset  the 
total  interest  costs. 

As  I  remember  the  Acton  Ridge  Road  it  is  nar- 
row, rough,  has  frost  heaves  and  there  is  a  dangerous 
point  at  the  railroad  crossing.  I  do  not  recall  areas 
where  heavy  annual  costs  would  be  required  for  such 
work  as  washouts,  culverts  repairs  etc.  Your  sav- 
ings would  accumulate  from  less  time  needed  for  snow 
plowing,  ditching,  brush  clearance,  and  surface  patch- 
ing; in  little  or  no  asphalt  sealing  during  the  first  5 
years;  and  in  less  construction  cost  per  mile  for  the 
larger  project. 

The  same  factors,  with  the  exception  of  the  rail- 
road crossing,  will  apply  to  Witdhtrot  road  in  the 
event  work  is  planned  in  that  area.  Replacing*  the 
plank  culvert  with  a  60  inch  culvert  would  reduce 
maintenance  costs  on  this  road. 

I  hope  this  will  give  your  people  the  information 
needed  for  adequate  consideration  of  the  proposal.

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Wakefield : 

I  submit  my  second  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools  of  Union  No.  36.  The  following  list  indicates 
the  administrative  activities  for  the  period  from  Jan- 
uary 1,  1962  to  December  31,  1962 :

On  November  18,  1962,  Dr.  Charles  F.  Ritch,  Jr., 
Commissioner  of  Education,  visited  all  the  schools  in 
Union  36  with  Superintendent  Thomas. 

During  the  school  year  1961-62  the  teachers  in 
the  Wakefield  Schools  were:  E.  Wakefield,  Mrs.  Edith 
Home,  all  grades;  Paul  School,  Mrs.  Maxine  Chad- 
bourne,  grades  1-2;  Sanbornville  Primary,  Mrs.  Fran- 
ces Eastman,  grades  3-4;  Miss  Mary  Boyd,  grade  5-6; 
Sanbornville  Grammar  School,  Mrs.  Ella  McKenna, 
grade  7 ;  Mr.  Delwin  Libby,  grade  8 ;  Union  School,  Mrs. 
Violet  Hobbs,  grades  1-4  and  Mr.  Kenneth  Beaupre, 
grades  5-8. 

At  the  opening  of  the  school  year  in  September 
1962,  all  teachers  returned  to  their  respective  posi- 
tions. Mrs.  Dagny  Blouin  was  added  to  the  teaching 
staff  as  Music  Supervisor. 
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Never  before  has  education  received  as  much 
public  attention  and  publicity  as  it  has  in  recent  years. 
Newspapers,  magazines,  television,  radic — all  instru- 
ments of  mass  communication  have  probably  devoted 
more  space  and  time  to  education  in  a  single  year  than 
they  have  for  the  past  fifteen  years  put  together.  This 
is  good!  It  shows  that  people  are  interested  in  what 
the  schools  are  doing  and  that  they  want  to  assist  in 
helping  the  schools  do  an  even  better  job. 

When  school  administrators  are  questioned  about 
matters  of  importance  to  them,  the  improvement  of 
instruction  usually  is  given  considerable  attention  and 
weight.  The  primary  function  of  superintendents  of 
schools  is  conceived  to  be  the  creation  of  conditions 
that  are  conducive  to  effective  teaching  so  that  maxi- 
mum pupil  learning  will  result. 

The  curriculum  is,  or  should  be,  in  a  constant  state 
of  change.  One  only  has  to  look  around  in  this  scien- 
tific age  to  recognize  the  changes  taking  place.  There 
has  been  a  growing  concern  about  the  development  cf 
programs  in  the  public  schools,  which  would  meet  the 
needs  of  all  youth.  Some  changes  have  taken  place 
in  our  schools  with  the  cooperation  of  our  principals 
and  teachers  in  developing  plans  of  programs  for 
Reading  and  Mathematics  with  results  which,  at  pres- 
ent, appear  to  be  very  excellent.  Following  a  two-day 
Math  workshop  in  September  1962,  80%  of  the  teachers 
of  Union  36  participated  in  an  extension  course  under 
the  auspices  of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire. 
This  training  has  enabled  our  teachers  to  teach  the 
new  mathematic  concepts  which  is  being  taught  in 
our  schools  now. 

Our  school  system  has  its  problems  the  same  as 
any  other  business.     However,  they  are  not  insolvable. 
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With  confidence  and  a  forth-right  approach  to  the  solu- 
tion of  these  problems  we  can  continue  to  have  an  out- 
standing educational  program,  one  that  will  be  a  credit 
to  our  young  people  as  well  as  to  our  community. 

Dr.  James  B.  Conant  makes  this  comment,  "It  is 
impossible  to  evaluate  an  educational  system  apart 
from  the  society  which  it  both  reflects  and  serves. 
Much  of  the  argument  over  education  today  is  coming 
from  people  who  are  not  really  interested  in  facing 
problems  as  they  exist." 

Herein  lies  our  responsibility — to  know  our  prob- 
lems— to  solve  them  to  the  best  of  our  abilities. 

During  the  past  year  the  school  districts  of  Free- 
dom, Madison  and  Tamworth  solved  their  secondary 
school  problems  by  joining  our  sister  Union  No.  9  in 
Conway  by  signing  a  twenty-year  contract.  The 
school  districts  of  Brookfield,  Effingham,  Ossipee  and 
Wakefield  have  been  in  a  Regional  1  through  12  school 
study  with  our  sister  Union  49  comprising  the  school 
districts  of  Alton,  New  Durham,  Tuftonboro  and  Wolf e- 
boro  which  would  solve  their  school  problems.  The 
Middleton  school  district  continues  to  tuition  all  their 
students  to  Farmington. 

Also,  much  work  was  done  during  the  summer  of 
1962  to  improve  our  own  schools.  Madison  created  a 
new  classroom,  a  complete  new  heating  system  was 
installed  and  another  member  was  added  to  the  teach- 
ing staff  due  to  a  large  enrollment  in  grades  1-3.  Os- 
sipee created  a  new  classroom,  health  room,  library 
and  principal's  office.  Ossipee  also  added  a  new  mem- 
ber to  the  teaching  staff  due  to  the  large  enrollment  in 
the  first  grade.  Effingham,  Freedom,  Tamworth  and 
Wakefield  had  the  usual  summer  repairs  and  cleaning 
of  their  buildings.
